BRITISH ASSAULT FOLLOWS THE FIVE DAYS' 
BOMBARDMENT; USED 1,000,000 SHELLS DAILY 


Tke tremendous offensive 
whfcli 


has been launched by the 
British 


army on the German front is the cul- 
mination of a five-day bombardment 
which, in the amount of ammunition 
expended and in the territory involv- 
ed, exceeds anything of the kind that 
has been previously known in 
the 


world war.

weeks 
reports

been current In England and France 
that the "big push" of the British 
was about to 
commence.

stated that England had 2,000,000 
fully equipped and trained in prepar- 
ation for the supreme effort to break 
the German lines. 
More than

been fired daily in the preliminary 
bombardment which extended over a 
front of 90 miles In length.

sive In practically every field of the 
war.

North of Verdun is 


Serious to Germans 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELFORAMl 


Paris, July 1, 12:30 A. M.—The 


vigorous counter stroke by which the 
French have wrested back from the 
Germans 
the 
Thiaumont 
redoubt 


north of Verdun means, according to 
military opinion here, not only a se- 
rious loss to the enemy in position 
but an even more serious loss in the 
matter of time. 


The growing activity of the Brit- 


ish on a long line on the western 
front increases the odds against the 
Germans capturing the Mouse fort- 
ress. 
As the work commands the 


Vuux ravine without its possession 
the Germans cannot progress in their 
task of sapping the first inner line 
defense on the Freide Terre-Souville 
front. 
The French plan of attack was 


successfully matured in secret as no 
special 
preliminary 
bombardment 


preceded it. 
The French 
forces 


masked gradually and the enemy was 
taken as much unawares as Is pos- 
sible under present conditions. The 
dash of the storming party was so 
well timed and speedy that Its work 
was done before the German curtain 
fire could be adequately focused. 


The Germans were rapidly cleared 


out of the trenches and defenses pre- 
pared for the inevitable counter at- 
tacks which were promptly delivered 
with desperate courage. 
Wave af- 


ter wave of German infantry was 
dashed back by the French until, ex- 
hausted by six hours of continuous 
fighting they were forced to give 
way and the Germans once more got 
possession of the work. 
The 
Frenchmen had, however 


held out 
long enough to enable 


fresh troops to come up and these 
again won back the redoubt which is 
now entirely In Freiroh hands. 
The 


Germans are making strenuous ef- 
forts to capture it and there was des- 
perate fighting last night b'ut so far 
the Germans have had no success.

Th« close of the first fiscal year

fixed by chapter 4 of the acts of 
the forty-ninth congress, first 
session. In case of the removal, 
death, resignation, or inability 
of both the president and vice 
president, then the secretary of 
state shall act as president until 
the disability of the president or 
vice president Is removed or * 
president is elected. If there be 
no secretary of state, then the 
secretary of the treasury will 
act; and the remainder of the 
order of succession is M fol- 
lows: The secretary ot war, at- 
torney-general, postmaster-gener- 
al, secretary of the navy, and 
secretary of the interior.
